George l'>riiigton, an English Catholic, 
who hold.H an Irish seat, and who rn- 
pifsenls English intrigues agai^^st 
Ireland at'tiie ya.tican, voted against 
ihe inquiry, and is said, to be working 
tooth and nail lo get atiotber pujiul 
letter condiaiiinug nationalimn in ho 
land. It is not believed that he will 
succeed, and eerlainly it would bo moat 
uiifurtuiiate if lie did succeed.

They hrst served 
Bishop llidley a notice, th.%t if it was not 
handed over to them peaceably they 
woiild iiso foroa- to obtain it,' iind on thu 
2'Jd Sopteinber; while no one was around 
to prevent, quietly assumed the charge of 
it. In connection with this seven In- 
dians were charged with malicioua iiijurj' 
to property before Judge Elliott. After 
hearing tho evidence he came to Iho con- 
cluaion that it was tho actual pr.iporty of 
'the"Ghurch Missioii.'iry^.^pcioty, and as 
"llio^ociety wore in possession of tho build- 
ing at thu lime of seizure that tlio de- 
fendants were coiiatriietively guilty (.f riot, 
and, therefore, a prlina JufU: e.-iae having 
been made out, he couiniitted live of the 
defendants for trial. The judge e.^probsed 
his willingucs.s to take bail, themselves in 
§50 uach, and one surety each of^ $50, 
Tho Indians, however, ' d^clin6<]~ fo find 
bail, and will probably bo down on the 
Bosoowitz, in clmrgo of a conitabli), for 
trial at the coining assizes, 

Ou Wednesday, the 'I'M of October, 
Bishop llidley and Dr. I'rneger were 
servyd with notices signed by tho secre- 
tary ot^'tho; so called council, .ordering 
th'um to'leiivc tho place, and threats weru 
mado that if they did not obey the In- 
diana would turji them adrift in canucs 
without paddles, and otherwise meiiace 
them with violence. Mr. Elliott, Bti[ien- 
diary. magistrate, swore in about liflcon 
special constables for the purpose of pre- 
serving law and ordbr.'' ' ' " ' 

On the evening of tho ICth October, 
Capt. Shcrbonriio, cn rontf from Inver- 
iies!) to Fort .Sinip.ion, iir.ido up his mind 
to sleep at Metlakahtla that night, as thu 
sea was rough, and while in liishop Bid- 
ley's house some of tho Indians entered 
the housu and dumanded his business. 
On going out to parley with tlioin, he was 
surrounded by a hirgo niuiiber, and des- 
pite the fact that thero was a heavy galo 
blowing at the tiino. he w.is fiovod In pr.i- 
ceed. to Fo.rt, Simpson, which point he 
reach^d^iu a'af^ty; ^though often in great 
(lancec'df being swamped. 
, The bishop's house was b.irrioaded to 
prevent tho Indians from storming the 
place successfully and sending them adrift. 
Watch is ke])t day and night to jirovi'iit a 
surprise, and the iihiee at iiresent is some- 
what in a stale of siege. Tlu re is great e\- 
eit<'iiii'iit among all IIk. Indians and it is 
feared that lilnodslu d may occur at any 
moment n.iw if the matter is not at once 
settk'd liy the g.iveriiiiii'iil, and a linn stand 
will have to bo taken by them in onler lo 
do so, Tho fcoliug that the lands aro their 
owui that they ate not a oonqnored race, 
that the govoru^i^ut has not bought (1ii>ir 
laud, aud that therefore thoy are being op- 
pressed, is spreading among all the coast 
and iiilofror triliM aud'idso anuuig tin! 
llydahs on Queen Charlotte isl.'iiiils. 
Therefore they menaee all wliite men who 
venture near. T'licro is a most d.aiigerons 
spirit uiiiong the interior fiidians, and tliej' 
threati'ii lliat if the nuirderer of Vinniians 
is executed Ihey will kill every whito man 
that they come across. Thero is no protec- 
tion and the probability is that thoy will 
carry out their throats. 

Mr. 'Dnudan and five olhci-R have been 
summoned lo appear as witnes.ses in the 
case of the Indians who have boon commit- 
leii for trial and limy Vie down on tho next 
steamer. Tlicy have been bound in tho 
sum of $100 lo ajijiear. 

.V party of four Cierinans weri' at Kitkat- 
lah and one, I'.ar.ni von Tyson, was show- 
ing his Winchester rille to Iho Indians iiiid 
allowing Ihem to shoot it oil', lie was ex- 
plaining the principle to them when hi.s 
coat caught the hair trigger and it exploded 
shooting one of the Indians in llio leg. 
Tyson was arrested, charged with shooting 
with intent to kill,and after several remands 
before Judge Elliott ho was discharged, tho 
jiidge being satislied that the shooting was 
purely accidental. !Mr. Tyson through his 
advocates olfered to mal;e conipensatioii lo 
till! injured Indian, wliieh was accepted and 
paid into eoiirt. Tliis was the first case 
tried before Judge Elliott.

"The bougbs, wbidi are cut oil 
every year, make faggots enongli to -warm 
Fiance. We often see men anil women 
cradling wbeat or boeing beets in tlie 
midst of a wood giving no .sbade. "Wbea 
you look aeros.s llie country tlic tall, 
(i , ipoughless truuks look like blank .streaks 
'iminted iigain.st the sky. Tliuy make the 
vie>v vory plct\ire.sciue. (Jur farmers on 
the prairies could plant black walnut trees 
whore they want fences, trim them to the 
tops, preventing sbade, and then string 
, !t'.blirbetr wires on the trunks for fences. At 
the end of fifty years the black walnut 
trees oh a uiun s farm would lie w'orth 
Uiore than his farm. AVood in France is 
Eold for a third Of a cent tuiouud, It is 
worth as much as corn iu Kansas by the 
pouiiil. So when the Kansr.a man burns 
,^coru, ho, isi.no .more profligate than the 
' 'Ffenchiiian who burns faggots. The 
Frencli farmer would never think of 
burning wood to heat hts house. He sits 
in the cold all the winter long, only using 
wood to cook with. The average, farmer 
does not know enough to buy coal or kero- 
.sone yet. lie does not live as well as the 
poorest negro in the south. He has no 
Jiomu comforts; poverty and ignorance are 
his companions. 

France: is literally ono large garden. 
Every inch of soil is cultivated. In riding' 
from I'arls to Dijon, 150 miles, weco\inte(l 
only thirty cattle. We saw no sheep or 
hogs. The farms have usiuilly from one 
to ten acres. Sonic farms have half an 
acre, and souie have as nuuiy as twenty 
acres. They are usiudly from iiO to !30D 
feet'widcaud from 1.500 to i2,000 feel 
'—loner. There arc no fences between them, 
when I asked a French farmer how his 
farm bapp(^\ed, like all tho rest, to be so 
long and narrow, he said: 

"It has been divided up so often. Wheu 
a French father dies, he divides his form, 
and each one of his children has an equal 
share. He always divides it Icnj^lbwisn. 
so as to give each one a long strij). The 
long strljis are easily cultivated, becau.'ie 
we plough lengthways. These strips al- 
ways run north and south, so that the sun 
can shine ilUo the rows. ^Iv father's farm 
was !!00 feet wide and 2,000 feet long. 
"When bo died mj- brother bad half. Now 
!!'.y farm is mu feet wide and 2,000 feet 
long. It is (piitu a large farm. There are 
many farms nuicb snudler tlmn mine. " 
•'What do you jilant iu it?" I asked. 
" See over there, " he said, pointing to 
what seemetl to bo a gigantic piece of 
• striped carpet,' '*is n strip of wheat si.\ty 
: feet wide. ■ Tlten comes a strip of potatoes 
twenly-flve feet wide. Then comes forty 
feet of oats, then ten feet of carrot.s, 
twenty feet of alfalfa (iuzeroe), ton feet of 
nuuigel-wur/.uls, flvo fcot of onions, live 
feet of cabbages, and the. rest is In flowers, 
jJbas currants, gooseberries, . andl little 
vegelttblcs. " 

•'Does your wife always work in the 
fleld?" 

: "Vea. Jly wife,'" be continued, point- 
ing to ft barefooted and bare-headed 
woman, at least si.x feet around the waist, 
"she can do more work thau I can. .She 
pitches the hny to mc on the stack. All 
French women work iu the Held. AV'liy 
not? Tbcy • have nothing to do at 
home. " 

Tlds Is true. The wife of a French, 
English, Irish or Qerumu farmer has noth- 

i. lng to /do J at home.' They do not "keep 
house" like the wives of American f arm- 
ors.-'* I'hey' have no houses to keep. Tlie 
huts they live in are like stables. They 

^liyc.in, the same building .with their horses, 
hens :"■ and pigs. They never wash 

''d'llopr. Tliero is never a table cloth. 
They live like brutes. ITie handsome 
farm house olf by itself, surrounded by 
trees and gardens, does not exist iu France. 
They live no better and are really no Ijet- 
tcr oil thau were the .slaves of the south 
before the war. French farmers always 
congregate iu little tumble-down villages 
situated about two miles apart. These 
villages may have been built JiOO years 
ago. The roofs are moss-covered, the 
liousos are dirty, and remind one of a coun 
try poor house iu New England. 
There arc millions of farms in Franco 

^ coutainiug from a quarter of an acre to 
four, acres. 

'I And that an acre and a half is about 
all the most ambitious mau wants. The 
'■'fent for land is always one-half the crop. 
The land is worth aboiU !j;400 an acre; or, 
if in grape vines, iJtJOO. 

This i.s why France is like a garden. In 
England there are '2;i7, 000 landowners; in 
France there are 7,000,000 landowiier.s. 
The Frenchman nn hi.s two acres, 
with hi.s barefooted wife cutting grain 
with a sickle liy his side, is hajipy 
and contented, because he knows no bet- 
ter. Such a (lej;rading life would drive an 
Aniericau mad. The Frenchman thrives 
because be speiuls nothing. He has no 
wants beyond the coarsest touu ar.d llie 
washings of the grane .skins after the wine 
is made. Yes, he is thrifty. lie saves 
.money, too. The aggregated wealth of 
80,000.000 poor, . degraded. : . barefooted 
^pcasantk, .tiiakes. i^rnuco rich. The igno-

A class of native 
Californiana are sometimes employed in i 
winemaking, though not in large miiuhers. 
Cbinanieu are ennsideralily used, l)i)lh iu 
gathering grapes and iu making wine, 
though they do little more than feed the 
steamers and assist in placing the crushed 
grapes i\\ the presses. • California wine is 
maile urivei-sally iu this state by a viTy 
simple process, and with very few excep- 
tious by the aid of patent machin- 
ery. The grapes are lirst passed through 
a stemmer, which removes the stems and 
•breaks the .skins. They are then put 
Into a press and liydiaulie jKiwer is 
iipi>lied till thc.juice is all out. To stamp 
out the juice as ls doue iu Italy, Spain and 
sonu' parts of Franco Would be, with all 
the labor-saving machinery employed, a 
slow, expensive and absurd process. , Few 
makers are so jioor that they cannot aflford 
a prc.s.s. 

iMost owners of vineyardni sell their 
grapes to the large wineries whioli have 
the reciuisite ai>i)liance for the pressing 
and fermenlatiou. By them it is suld di- 
rectly to the city merchants or to tin: 
makers of tiuer brands iu the city, who 
blend and export it. Perhaps there is now 
and tii(!U a small vineyariiist in tlie_lulls 
who raises a few hundred pounds nl 
grapes and makes a little wine for his own 
use. 'i'bis nuiu may be a native t 'alitor- 
niar. or he may be an llalian and his wine- 
making process may be very primitive. It 
is po.s.silile lie may stamp all the gra|)e 
juice from the force of early habit, hut 
winesonuide is invariably cojisumed ]iy 
the uudtcr.
